Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  Angast 
totaled  73s  million  dollars,  compared  with  the  revised  estimate  of  70S 
million  dollars  in  July  and  71?  million  dollars  in  Augast  I939.    The  in- 
crease in  income  from  farm  marketings  from  July  to  August  this  year  was 
sliglitly  less  than  usual,  as  the  lateness  of  the  cotton  and  tohacco  crops 
resulted  in  the  marketing  of  smaller  thsji  usual  proportions  of  these  crops 
during  August,  md  income  from  meat  animals  increased  slightly  less  than 
usual  during  this  period.     Income  from  grains  and  vegeta-hles  also  declined 
slightly  more  ihaxi  usual  from  July  to  August,     On  the  other  hand,  income 
from  fruits  increased  more  than  usual  and  there  was  less  than  the  usual 
seasonal  decline  in  income  from  d^iry  products. 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  August  amounted  to  S96  million 
dollars,  compared  with  675  million  dollars  in  Augu.st  last  year.  Income 
from  grains,  fruits  and  vegetables  was  larger  than  in  August  last  year,  hut 
hecause  of  the  sharp  decline  in  income  from  tohacco  and  cotton,  total  in- 
come from  crops  was  3OO  million  dollars  in  August  19^10  coi^pared  with  3OS 
million  dollars  in  August  last  year.     Income  from  marketings  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  totaled  396  million  dollars  in  Aug-ust ,  compared  with 
367  million  dollars  a  year  earlier,  with  income  from  ooth  meat  animals 
and  dairy  products  showing  ^hstantial  increases  over  the  corresponding 
month  last  year.     Income  from  vovltry  and  eggs  in  August  was  the  sajne  as 
in  July  and  the  same  as  in  Au,::u5t  last  year.     Government  payments,  amount- 
ing to  k2  million  dollars  in  August,  were  7  million  dollars  hi.jher  than  in 
July  and  the  sai.ie  as  in  Atigust  last  year. 

The  harvesting  of  grains  througliout  much  of  the  I.Iiddle  Tiestern  States 
was  retoJTded  more  than  usual  hy  imfavorahle  weather  for  threshing,  with  the 
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result  that  raarlcetings  of  many  grains  increased  less  than  usual  from  July 
to  Au^st.    Ho;7ever,  total  incone  from  grains  v/as  somewhat  higher  than  in 
August  last  year*'   Because  of  the  later  season  this  year,  marketings  of 
cotton  and  cottonseed  in  August  were  considerahly  smaller  than  a  year  earlier, 
despite  the  larger  crop*    AltMngh  tobacco  prices  were  higher  than  a  yerr 
earlier,  income  from  tobacco  during  August  was  only  slightly  more  than  half 
as  large  as  in  August  I939  because  of  the  sharp  reduction  in  production  and 
the  lateness  of  the  season.     Income  from  fruits  increased  shai'ply  from  July 
to  August  througli  the  heavier  movement  of  apples,  peS^clie 5,  and.  oranges.  In- 
come from  vegetables  made  about  the  usual  seasonal' change' from  July,  and  was 
considerably  higher  than  in  Augist  last  year. 

Income  from  all  livestock  and  livestock  products  declined  from  July 
to  August  instead  of  making  the  usual  seasonal,  increase.    Following  the 
sharp  increase  in  marketings  of  meat  animals  from  J"une  to  July,  marketings 
in  August  increased  less  than  usiial,  and  the  seasonally  adjusted  index  for 
meat  animals  declined  from  SS.O  percent  of  the  192^29  average  in  J'uly  to 
7S,5  percent  in  August.    T7ith  the  improvement  in  pastures  during  August, 
the  marketings  of  dairy  products  declined  less  than  usual  from  July  and,  with 
the  greater  than  seasonal  increase  in  prices,  .income  increased  from  Sk,0 
percent  of  the  192^4-29  average  in  July  to  SS.5  percent  in  Af-gust, 

Por  the  first  S  months  of  19^0,  cash  farai  income,  including  Government 
payments,  was  3^0  million  dollars  (about  S  percent)  higlier  than  a  year  earlier. 
The  total  was  5,270  million  dollars,  compared  with  H^S^O  million  dollars  du3>- 
ing  the  first  S  months  of  I939.     Casli  income  from  farm  marketings  amounted  to 
^,7^3  million  dollars,  compared  with  U,39S  million  dollars  during  the  first 
S  months  of  I939.    The  greatest  increases  in  income  so  far  in  I9U0  have  been 
from  grains,  cattle  and  calves,  ?nd  dairy  products.

from  AiJ^st  to  September  will  "be  slightly  larger  thfoi  ususJ,  hecaase  of 
some  improvement  in  farm  prices  and  a  greater  than  usual  seasonal  increase 
in  the  volume  of  marketings,  hut  total  income  from  marketings  may  "be  slight- 
ly smaller  than  the  S35  million  dollars  received  in  Septem"ber  last  year.

Farm  income  in  July  above  a  year  earlier 
in  all  but  10  States 

The  ll-percent  increase  in  cash  farm  income,  including  Government 
payments,  in  Jnly  resulted  from  increases  in  income  over  a  year  earlier  in 
all  but  10  States,    The  only  States  showing  major  declines  in  income  were 
Georgia,  Florida,  pjnd  Louisiana.     Income  in  Florida  was  only  about  half  as 
large  as  in  July  last  year,  because  of  the  sharp  reduction  in  the  receipts 
from  citrus  fruits  and  some  decline  in  the  income  from  tobacco.     In  Georgia, 
income  from  peaches  and  tobacco  was  considerably  lower  then  a  .year  earlier, 
while  in  Louisiana  the  reduction  was  due  to  a  sharp  drop  in  Government 
payments. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  pajinents  in  July  was 
higher  in  all  geographic  divisions  except  in  the  South  Atlantic,  where  the 
sharp  declines  in  Georgia  and  Florida  more  than  offset  increases  in  income 
in  the  remaining  States,     The  largest  increase  in  income  vras  in  the  TJest 
north  Central  States,  where  income,  including  Government  payments,  in  July 
was  21  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  all  States  recording  sub- 
stantial increases.     In  the  remaining  areas  increa.ses  ranged  from  b  to  12 
percent. 

The  increase  in  income  from  farm  marketings  from  June  to  July  in  the 
lest  North  Central  States  was  much  larger  than  in  1939  tut  was  about  equal 
to  the  average  for  I936-3S,     (See  chart  on  following  page. )    The  increase 
in  income  in  the  South  Central  region  was  considerably  greater  thaji  usual 
and  resulted  largely  from  marked  increases  in  sales  of  grain  in  Kentucky, 
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Oklahoma,  and  Texras,  although  income  from  livestock  also  increased  satstan- 
tially  from-  June  to  July,     in  the  renaining  regions  the  change  in  income 
from  June  to  July  follov/ed  alDout  the  usual  seasonal  trend. 

Daring  the  first  7  months  of  I9U0  total  farm  income,  including 
Government  payments,  has  "been  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  T3ut  five  of 
the  kS  States  rjid  in  all  regions  except  the  South  Atlantic.    Florida  is  the 
only  State  v/here  income  has  heen  sulDstojitially  smal].er  than  a,  ye.'^r  earlier, 
a  sharp  decline  in  income  from  citius  fruits  and  truck  ci-ops  reducing  income 
in  that  State  to  only  Si  percent  of  1939-     The  greatest  increases  in  income 
have  "been  in  the  TTest  North  Centro.l  region  where  more  favora'ble  crop  con- 
ditions in  the  last  2  years  have  resulted  in  majrked  increases  in  sales  of 
"both  crops  and  livestock  diiring  19^,

A  l'-{-percent  if^crease  in  income  from  crops  and  a  moderate  increase 
in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  resulted  in  a  total  income 
from  farm  marketings  in  this  region  6  percent  higher  tho-n  a  jrear  earlier. 
Larger  receipts  from  grains,  fruits,  and  truck  crops  accomited  for  most  of 
the  increase  in  farm  income  during  July.    ITor  the  first  7  months  of  I9U0 
farm  income,  including  G-overnraent  pa.jnrnents,  in  this  region  totaled  9  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier,  the  increases  in  the  individual  States  ranging 
from  2  percent  in  Ehode  Island  to  23  percent  in  Connecticut.    An  increa.se 
of  19  percent  in  total  receipts  from  croiDs  accormted  for  most  of  the  in- 
crease in  income. 

East  North  Central  States 

The  sharp  increase  in  income  from  "both  crops  and  livestock  in 
Wisconsin  was  an  importajit  factor  in  increasing  July  total  cash  farm  income, 
including  Government  pajTrients,  to  12  percent  ahove  Juljr  1939  ^oi"  "the  region 
as  a  T/hole.     In  YJisconsin,  There  receipts  from  track  crops,  me?.t  animals, 
and  dairj'-  products  were  sharplj'^  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  the  increase 
amounted  to  36  percent,  v/hereas  in  other  States  it  ranged  from  5  "to  11  per- 
cent,   Prom  January  through  July  19'-iO  cash  income  from  farm  nai-ketings  and 
Government  payments  for  the  region  has  totaled  10  percent  higher  than  a 
year  earlier,  with  increases  ranging  from  5  percent  in  Ohio  to  ik  percent 
in  Wisconsin.    The  increase  in  income  from  crops  during  this  period  amounted 
to  22  percent;  livestock  increases  were  11  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier, 
while  Government  pajn-iients  have  "been  lower. 

West  North  Central  States 

Larger  marketings  and  higher  prices  of  crops  in  this  region  during 
July  resulted  in  a  l^^-percent  increase  in  total  receipts  from  crops,  with 
all  States  except  lov/a  sharing  in  the  increase.     Receipts  from  livestock  were 
also  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  the  increase  for  the  region  aiiount- 
ing  to  20  percent.     The  improvement  in  income  was  fairly  general  for  all 
types  of  meat  animals  and  dairy  products,  and  was  distri"buted  among  all  the 
States.     Government  tDayraents  in  this  area  in  July  were  also  somewhat  higher 
than  a  year  earlier,"  and  total  income,  incltiding  Government  payments,  was  up 
21  percent,  with  the  increases  ranging  from  12  percent  in  North  Dakota  and 
Kansas  to  37  percent  in  South  Dal^ots., 

During  the  first  7  months  of  19^0  income  from  farm  marketings  and 
Government  payments  have  totaled  ik  percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  I939.    The  smallest  increase  in  income  has  "been  in  Kansas,  where 
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income  from  crops  was  only  6  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  end.  income 
from  livestock  v;as  sliehtly  snaller  than  in  1939.    However,  Crovernraent  pay- 
ments have  teen  substantially  lai'ger,  cjid  total  income  in  Kansas  V7as  up  6 
percent  for  the  period.     In  other  States  increases  ranged  from  11  percent

South  Atlant i c  States  .  , 

Receipts  from  farm  marketings  pnd  Government  pajTients  in  this  region 
during  Jiily  were  5  percent  snaller  than  in  July  last  year,  with  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  pnd  ITlorida  showing  decreases  in  income,  while  increases  of  from  7 
to  19  percent  were  recorded  in  the  remaining  States,     The  sharp  reduction 
in  mp,rketing3  of  citrus  fruits  and  the  smaller  peach  crop  accoijinted  for  b. 
large  part  of  the  decrease  in  income  in  this  area  in  July.     In  Maryland  and 
Delaware,  where  income  from  tobacco,  apples,  and  truck  crops  was  sub str^nti ally 
higher  than  a  year  earlier,  total  income,  including  Government  payrients,  was 
ik  and  19  percent,  respectively,  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Daring  the
